ORDER DENYING PETITION 

FOR REHEARING 

On May 5, 1983, PELRB enter-cd a unanimous decision wherein itfound 
that the petition for certification filed by the Educational. Support Personnel 
Association of Portsmouth, NEA-NH was valid, the budget submission date for the 
School District was, and is, May 16th, each year, and that an election would be 
held to determine the exclusive representative for the secretaries and clerks 
in the Portsmouth School District on May 23, 1983 between the hours of 2:30 p.m. 
and 4:00 p.m. 

On May 6, 1983, the New Hampshire Council 68 of the American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal Employees, filed objections to PELRB's decision 
and petitioned for a rehearing in connection with the budget submission date and 
several timeliness questions. 

Since the granting of a rehearing is a discretionary matter, PELRB 
carefully considered the issues raised and determined that all issues were dis­
cussed and ruled on at the May 5th conference held in Portsmouth. 

We therefore 

ORDER that the petition for rehearing be, and hereby is den ied
